Churches, houses, barns and other 
buildings have beeu blown down iu 
many towns, Orange City, Perkins, 
Doolie, Hall, Sheldou, Ashton, Sibley 
aud Lemars were directly in the path 
of the cyclone, which was followed by 
a furious rain storm continuing until 
this morning. Five school houses are 
known to have been demolished. Four 
teachers aud a score of pupils were 
killed at each school-house, A curious 
feature of the cyclone was the ai-com- 
pauiment of electric violence 
Many 


deaths by lightning are reported. A 
pitiful feature of the disaster is the 
number of children killed at or near 
schools. 


Many children were carried a quar- 


ter to a half a mile before they nore 
diopped. Two little daughters of John 
Kostcr, a farmer of Sioux Center, wore 
picked up when leaving the sciaool- 
house and dashed against tie wire 
fence. Both were killed. Two sons of 
C. H. Haggle at the sumo school-house 
had their legs broken and received 
othci injuries from which they will 
die. Haggle's house is near tho school, 
and although he escaped his daughter 
was so badly injured she cannot live.
